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Veteran's  Field 


The  above  picture  is  an  aerial  view  of  Veterans  Field.    The  stadium  seats  about  4,500  people 
and  during  many  games  there  were  people  standing  all  around  the  field. 

Since  Coach  Caruso  has  been  in  Henderson,  some  $5,000  has  been  spent  on  the  field.    Several 
schools  have  copied  the  plans  of  our  stadium  in  building  their  own. 
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COACHES  JOE  CARUSO  AND  BEN  HAYES 

Coach  Caruso  coached  the  first  State  Class  A  Championship  football  team  of 
Henderson  High  School  in  1947.  Coach  Caruso  who  was  Little  All-Amencan  at 
Elon  College  came  to  Henderson  after  five  years  at  Rocky  Mount  High  School 
and  molded  a  team  that  was  second  to  none.  He  has  proved  from  his  first  year 
here  that  he  is  a  great  coach.  His  teams  at  Henderson  have  won  37  games,  lost 
9  and  tied  2. 

Coach  Ben  Hayes,  Coach  Caruso's  capable  assistant,  has  to  be  given  some  credit 
for  our  successful  season  this  year. 

Coach  Hayes  was  graduated  from  Rocky  Mount  High  School  and  was  a  three 
letter  man  there  under  our  own  head  coach  Joe  Caruso.  Mr.  Hayes  entered  service 
in  '43  and  remained  in  the  army  three  years.  In  the  spring  of  '46  he  entered  Caro- 
lina but  transfered  to  E.C.T.C,  from  which  he  was  graduated  as  a  Physical  Edu- 
cation Director.  At  E.C.T.C.  he  was  also  a  three  letter  man.  After  graduation, 
he  played  professional  baseball  until  he  took  charge  of  the  physical  education  pro- 
gram at  Henderson.  In  addition  to  teaching,  Mr.  Hayes  is  the  assistant  head  coach 
in  the  three  major  sports  of  Henderson  High  School.

Outweighed  in  everv  department,  the  Bulldogs  fought  hard  but  the  Earth  quakes  experience 
proved  to  be  too  great/  The  Goldsboro  attack  was  sparked  by  Center  Louis  Hallow  and  Back  Wil- 
liam Bell. 

DURHAM  COUNTY 

Having  a  defeat  and  a  little  experience  under  their  belts,  the  Bulldogs  got  down  to  work  on  their 
first  conference  game  of  the  season.  All  week  the  Bulldogs  worked  hard  and  it  proved  to  be  what 
we  needed  We  met  the  Durham  County  Counts  on  Veteran's  Field  on  Friday  night,  September 
15th.  The  stands  were  full  of  Henderson  fans,  all  of  whom  were  pulling  for  a  Bulldog  victory  since 
it  was  their  first  home  game  of  the  season. 

The  Bulldogs  were  sparked  by  Bobby  Renn  who  gained  116  yards  and  scored  one  of  the  three 
touchdowns.    Tubby  Thomas  added  2  extra  points  out  of  three  tries. 
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ROXBORO 

This  game  was  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  season.  The  Roxboro  Rockets,  all  cocked  and 
primed  for  Henderson,  were  the  team  that  had  beaten  us  so  badly  the  year  before,  as  you  all  remember. 

It  had  been  raining  all  day  and  it  didn't  stop  until  about  6:30  that  evening  when  the  Bulldogs 
took  the  field.  It  looked  as  if  they  were  ankle  deep  in  mud.  The  field  appeared  to  be  an  ocean  of 
mud  and  one  could  barely  tell  which  team  was  which  they  were  all  so  covered  with  mud. 

Leading  six  to  nothing  through  the  first  three  quarters  the  Bulldogs  saw  their  lead  broken  very 
abruptly  by  a  pass  play  which  hit  pay  dirt  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Little  Sam  Watkins  with  his  power- 
ful 135  pounds  of  dynamite  hit  the  Rocket  line  hard  all  through  the  game.  Sam  scored  the  Bulldogs' 
only  touchdown  of  the  night.

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REIDSVILLE 

After  taking  the  Eastern  Championship  the  Bulldogs  were  all  set  for  the  State  Championship 
game  in  Reidsville  on  December  1. 

On  Monday  before  the  game  the  boys  were  really  working  hard  for  this  was  the  game  everyone 
had  waited  for  and  talked  about  for  so  long. 

That  night  (Monday  night  before  the  Reidsville  game)  came  the  news  about  our  coach's  father 
and  Coach  Joe  had  to  go  home  and  the  team  had  to  play  without  their  coach,  something  they  never 
had  done  before. 

When  Thursday  came  the  boys  loaded  their  equipment  and  started  off.  They  arrived  in  Reids- 
ville about  dinner  time,  worked  out  that  afternoon,  and  then  rested  up  until  Friday  night. 

The  game  started  out  with  a  bang  with  Henderson  having  possession  of  the  ball  until  Reidsville 
obtained  it  through  an  interception.  As  a  result  of  five  interceptions  and  about  6  fumbles  the  Golden 
Lions  of  Reidsville  made  three  touchdowns  in  the  first  half,  and  one  in  the  second.  The  final  score 
26  to  0. 

The  score  does  not  give  the  true  story  however  for  the  Bulldogs  had  little  trouble  in  opening  holes 
in  the  Reidsville  line  to  out  gain  them  on  the  ground. 

The  Bulldogs  got  inside  the  20  yard  line  several  times  but  couldn't  find  a  scoring  punch.
